The Petitioners have expended ſeveral Thouſand Pounds in and 
about theſe Mills, and the Nature of their Trade is ſuch, that it can- 
not ſo conveniently be carried on at any Mill, ſituated in or near a 
Town, by Reaſon of the Danger of the Mills, or any Part of the 
Works or Storehouſes taking Fire; whereas theſe are ſituated in a 
Marſh, at a proper Diſtance from any Buildings, ſo that though the 
Mills have been ſeveral Times blown up, no Damage has accrued 
to any Perſons, except to the Petitioners, other than by breaking ſome 
Glaſs- Windows by the Exploſion in the Air; and by the Situation of 
the Mills, the Powder is conveyed from the Mill-tail down the River 
Lee, to His Majeſty's Magazine, and their own Warehouſes near the 
River Thames in Barking Creek, without paſſing through any Towns, 
and conſequently not ſo Dangerous or Chargeable as if ſent by 
Land-Carriage. i 5 _
